REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the Royal 
University of Ireland, for the Year ended the 31st March 1883; prepared and 
submitted for the Information of the House of Commons, in pursuance of the Royal 
University of Ireland Act, 1881 (44 & 45 Yict. c. 52, s. 2). 



1. The cost of Administration during any one year is fixed, by Chapter VIII. of the 
Statutes of the University, not to exceed 5,500 l. The total Expenditure during the 
year now completed has been 2,936 1. 18 s. 5 d. 

2. The Fellows, and most of the Examiners, having been appointed on 18th April 
1882, their salaries and remuneration appear in this Account for three quarters of a year 
only (vide Secretary’s note on Account). 



3. Under the provision contained in section 1 of the Act, the Royal University of 
Ireland received from the Irish Land Commission, during the year ended 31st March 
1883, the sum of 20,000 l, in two moieties of 10,000 l. each.
